AMIIKUCIUS U supjiosoiL to bo a mor- 


bid secretion of the liver of the sperma- 
ceti whale, found floating, or washed 
ashore, in Southern seas. 
It is a little 


lighter than water, and might be easily 
mistaken for a piece of the bark of a 
tree. 
On examination, however, it is 


found to be of a waxy nature, streaked 
with gray, yellow and black, and emit- 
ting a peculiar aromatic odor. It fuses 
at 140 to 16u degrees Fahr., and at a 
higher temperature gives out a white 
smoke, which condenses into a crystal- 
line fatty matter. 
It is found all sizes, 


from one pound r.p to twenty or thirty 
but occasionally pieces are picked up' 
or found in whales, weighing oneortwo 
hundred pounds. 


Ambergris has been known from an 


early period, some pharmacopoeias prc- 
cribing it 
for 
fevers 
and nervous 


complaints. 
It is sometimes mino-led 


with the incense burned in Roman dath- 
olic churches, and is also put in certain 
kinds of wine to improve the "bou- 
quet." 
But | ho great u-c of ambergris 


is in the manufacture of perfumery. .Not 
that its fragrance is cither very powerful 
or pleasing; but it possesses' the pecu- 
liar property of causing other ingredi- 
ents to throw out their odors and make 
them more specific and durable. 
In 


this respect it bears a resemblance to 
the use of mordants in dyeing, without 
which the colors would' faifto becomo 
permanent. 
Hence all the best per- 


fumes contain ambergris, which is one 
reason of their costliness; and hence, 
also, the fact that home-made cologne 
foiMiislanee, smells only of alcohol.0 


The costliness of ambergris is owino-, 


of course, to its comparative scarcity 
and the uncertain! v attendinif its discov- 
iry. It is, therefore, hek-l more valua- 
ble -than gold, ranging in price from 
twelve to twenty or more dollars an 
ounce. 
Tims it is not a little singular 


that two of the most precious products 
of the sea are the result of disease- 
pearls nncl ambergris. 
The discovery 


of even a small piece of ambergris help's 
materially to increase the profits of the 
voyage. 


It may not be generallv known that 


the headquarters of the, world for am- 
bergris is in Boston, one house havino 
the monopoly of the business, and sup° 
plying the leading perfumers of Europe 
and America. 
Consequently, this es-

The Pyramids ofCiiolulu. 


THE pyramid of teocal/i (house of 


God) of Cholula is, I believe, the laro- 
est in the world. Its length is 1,423feel, 
its perpendicular height 177 feet, and 
its base, which is square, covers nearly 
forty-four acres! In shape it is a trun- 
cated cone, the area of the platform on 
the truncated summit being over an 
acre. If there is any doubt as to the 
use of the pyramids in Egypt, there is 
not the slightest as to that of the tmcalli 
of Cholula, for the Spaniards lound 
there the great temple of the mighty 
god Quetzacoati, who was supposed to 
have stopped here for twenty years on 
his way to the coast, and to have taught 
the ancient Toltccs the arts of civiliza- 
tion. In a sumptuous temple on the 
top of this pyramid the image of the 
god used to stand with golden and jew- 
eled ornaments, while around him were 
the holy undying lircs that had blazed 
from time immemorial. 
The sides of 


the pyramid face toward the north, 
south, east and west, and four terraces 
originally ran round the hill. 
At pres- 


ent it is so overgrown with brushwood 
that it looks like a natural hill, and 
these terraces have almost disappeared. 
It is still a moot point whether the py- 
ramid is altogether artilicial, or wheth- 
er there is not a core of natural hill. 
\V here the road that is now cut across 
one side lays the hill open, it is alto- 
getheRartificial, made of adobes or im- 
baked bricks, exactly like those used in 
building the Indians' huts at the pres- 
ent day. And without for a moment 
wishing to give an opinion upon a sub- 
ject that even Humboldt had his doubts 
about, I may suggest that it is probably 
altogether artificial, since the country is 
almost a dead level. 


When Corte/, stood on the teoculli in 


1519 what a different sight met his gaze 
to-that of the present day! The magnifi- 
cent mountains were then as grand 
as now, but Popocatepetl was then in 
activity and deserved its name of the 
smoking mountain. 
Fields, too, of 


maize, ol maguey, and groves of cactus 
lay at his feet as they do now, but oth- 
erwise all is changed. In 1519 magnifi- 
cent forests covered tho country; in 
1880 
but one forest tree is to be seen. 


Then a superb temple, glowing with 
gold and jewels, excited the loathing of 
the conqueror. 
Now a little Roman 


Catholic chapel stands dedicated to Our 
Lady of Les Bemedios, on the same spot 
where the temple formerly was. 
A sol- 


itary priest comes from Puebla to cele- 
brate mass where formerly thousands of 
Aztec nobles used to prostrate them- 
selves before their deity. 
Then Cortez 


looked down on a great town with at 
least two hundred temples; no\v the vis- 
itor sees a few adobe huts, but almost as 
many churches. On my visit I counted 
fifty iu sight, and got tired ; how many 
more there were some more patient ob- 
server may discover. 
The Spaniards 


made it a point to build a Christian 
church wherever a pagan temple had 
stood, so that now, when the popula- 
tion has died out or removed, the effect 
is startling, for nothing but the churches 
i e main. It was here that the Spaniards 
first massacred the inhabitants, pre- 
tending that a conspiracy was on foot 
against them, and thus began the svs- 
tem that has handed down to posterity 
the names of the Spanish conquerors as 
a synonym for cruelty.—Cor. N.Y. Sun.
